FLAT. TRAGEDY 
WAS ACCIDENT 


Coroner’s Jury Baffled by Tes- 
timony Contradicting the 
Chemical Analysis. 








INSPECTED THE SCENE 





No Gas Leak Where Beautiful 
Aline Bowers and Deformed 


Cousin Met Death. 





The Coroner's jury in the Bowers- 
Mitchell inquest, after inspecting the 
flat at 4227 Finney avenue, where beau- 
tiful \Aline Bowers and her deformed 
cousin, Minnie Mitchell. were found 
dead, returned a verdict Monday after- 
noon of accidental death. The jury ad- 
journed to the flat to make a personal 
inspection. 

This step was decided upon after two 
gas inspectors, one representing the city 
and the second the Laclede Company, 
had testified positively that there were 
no leakages in pipes or meters in the 
basement of 4227 Finney avenue. 

Coming as a contradiction of the au- 
topsy, which indicated death by asphyx- 
lation, Coroner Lloyd suggested the trip 
to the West End, that the jurors might 
investigate for themselves the remarka- 
ble tangle of facts and theories that 
contradict each other at every turn. 

The jury were driven to the flat. De- 
tectives Murphy and Butler were with 
them and two employes of the La- 
clede Gas Co. met them at the house. 

After a casual examiration of the 
rooms on the first floor the jury gath- 
ered in the basement kitchen, where the 
girls met their death. 

Deputy Lloyd lighted four burners of 
the gas range, the hot water heater and 
some of the jurymen lighted the two 
gas jets used for illuminating. 

Most of the men in the party were 
smoking. In a few minutes it was no- 
ticed that the air in the room was 
vitiated and a bad odor could be de- 
tected. Whether this was caused by 
the mer smoking or not was a question 
which the jury discussed and disagreed 
uvon, 

Another fact deemed of some import- 
ance was the register in the room 
which communicates with a hot air fur- 
nace. The jury's attention was called 
to this. 

The jury returned to the Coroner's 
office at 2 o’clock and resumed their 
deliberations. 

Mass of Contradiction. 

Four days have elapsed since the girls 
were found dead by Robt. O. Cook, they 
having apparently dropped to the floor 
while washing dishes from the morning 
meal, and nothing tangible has yet de- 
veloped pointing positively to accident. 
suicide or murder, that is not apparent- 
ly contradicted by other evidence. 

The first witness to take the stand 
Monday morning was Miss Leona War- 
bington, the 19-year-old actress, located 
in Carmi, Ill., Saturday by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, Miss Warbington was a 
boarder in the Finney avenue flat until 
the Monday previous to the tragedy. 

Her testimony in main covered the 
ground outlined at length in an exten- 
sive interview with Miss Warbington 
in Sunday’s Post-Disfatch. It was to 
the effect that she had, in October, 
taken the front room at 4227 Finney 
avenue at the request of Aline Bowers, 
the $7 per week from Miss Warbington 
assisting in defraying of additional ex- 
penses incurred by moving from the less 
pretentious flat at 726% North Compton 
avenue. 


Letter Referred to Operation. 


Witness related petty differences that 
occurred with -Misse Bowers over un- 
cooked meals. 

She was interrupted by Deputy Cor- 
oner Lloyd, who handed her a letter, 
which he stated was anonymous, and 
asked her what she knew about it. Wit- 
ness read _ the letter, a single sheet, 
mailed in an envelope dated St. Louis, 
6 p. m., Nov. 19, thoughtfully and re- 
plicd she knew nothing concerning it. 
Dr. Lloyd declined to make its contents 
public. 

It was learned later that the contents 
of the letter referred to a doctor, who 
is said to have performed an illegal op- 
eration upon Miss Bowers in Septem- 
ber, and who might be able to throw 
some Hght on the mysterious deaths. 
When this doctor was seen by a Post- 
Dispatch reported denied that he had 
performed an operation. 
patch reporter denied that he had per- 
formed such an operation. 

Hugh McAréell, Laclede gas inspector, 
stated that he found the gas meters at 
4227 Finney avenue in good condition, 
except for a slight odor of gas at one 
of the meters. 

Coroner Lloyd attempted to show by 
the witness that it would have been pos- 
sible for a leak outside the building to 
have seeped through. This the witness 
did not susbtantiate. Nor did he sub- 
stantiate an inference that it would 
have been possible for the heat in the 
room to have expanded the valves and 
caused a leakage. —~ 

No Dscaping Gas. 

Capt. O'Malley of the Deer Street Sta- 
tion was called upon across the table 
to tell of the intense heat he had found | 
in the kitchen when he entered. 

Capt. O'Malley replied that the room 


was so hot he could not stand it without | 


opening the windows. He did not relate, 
however, that he had entered the room 
with his heavy Captain's ulster but- | 
toned up close to his chin and that the 
day, was warm, 

Thomas J. Caldwell, 4119 McPherson 
avenue, City Light Inspector, was next 
called. He stated that he had made a 
eareful inspection of the premises and 
had found no escaping gas or leakages. 
Both witnesses were positive in their 
statements that their testing lights 
failed to trace escaping gas.

FORMALLY OFFER. 
NORWAY'S THRONE 


Deputation Parliament Made to 
Prince Charles, Who 
Accepts. 


COPENHAGEN, Nov. 20.—The throne 
or Norway was formally tendered to 
Prince Charles of Denmark this morn- 
ing by a deputation of members of the 
Norwegian Parliament, and was ac- 
cepted by King Christian in behalf of 
his grandson. 

The brief ceremony in the palace re- 
called the similar event in 1863, when 
the throne of Greece was presented to 
Prince George of Denmark. 

The function today lasted 20 minutes, 
but the scene was priiliant, as it was 
attended by all the princes and prin- 
cesses and their suites, the diplomatic 
corps, including the American Minister, 
ma O'Brien, and the high court offi- 
cials. 

President Berner, in a speech lasting 
five minutes, invited Prince Charles to 
become King of Norway, and King 
Christian, with similar brevity, accept- 
ed the offer. 

The old King was much affected as he 
blessed and embraced his grandchildren, 
King Haakon VII and Queen Maud. 
The close of the ceremony was signal- 
ized by the firing of a royal salute. An 
enormous crowd gathered in front of 
the palace and gave a rousing reception 
to the new King and Queen of Norway 
as they left the palace in a gilded state 
chariot.

Fourteen men, white and black, whom 
the headquarters detective force charges 
with having a police record, were ar- 
raigned in Judge Tracy's Court Monday 
morning on charges of idling.

Fate of Miller-Olinder Explor- 
ing Party on Tiburon Islands — 
Seems Certain. 


Tragic news trom -an exploring. gold- 
| hunting and rescue expedition. of which 
| Dr. WJ McGee of St. Louls was invited 
‘to become a member, has just reached 
civilization. The expedition, fitted ‘out 
to search for two former expeditions, 
has found remains which: indicate that 
the members of the first party were 
killed and eaten by cannibals. 

In 19%4 two Americans, Henrv 
and Gus Olinder. set out from 
Ariz., to hunt for gold in Tiburon 
Island. The island is a smal] one, lo- 
cated in the center of the Gulf of Call- 
fornia, in Mexican waters, 

“No one knows wnat is on the island,” 
says Dr. McGee. ‘‘It is only known that 
the Sica tribe of Indians, ferocious can- 
nibals, inhabit it. It told that rich 
pearl fisheries are on the banks, that 
rich gold mines are in the interior and 
that- unplundered temples, rich in the 
wealth of the Aztecs and the Incas of 
Cortez’s time, are there.’ 

Miller and Olinder were 
from, and in June, 19%, Lieut. Thomas 
Grindell, with a party of four, left 
Phoenix, Ariz., to find them. This party 
was last heard from in June at Guay- 
mas, Mexico, whence it piunged into 
the Sonora desert on its way to Tiburon 
Island. In August Prof. E. P. Grindell, 
brother of the leader of the former ex- 
pedition, organized a searching party. 
Dr. McGee, who was invited to be a 
member of this party, advised against 
the expedition as being insufficiently 
equipped and ioo small for so hazardous 
an undertzking. 

Telegraphic advices received Sunday 
in Los Angeles from Prof. Grindell teil 
that on the shores of the Gulf of Call- 
fornia. in the Sonora Desert, the ex- 

lorers came upon the site of a deserted 
ndian village, near which, close to the 
embers of a big feast fire, a pair of 
dried human hands and books and in- 
struments which belonged to Henry 
Miller and Gus Olinder were found.
